Everything in Hair-Trigger Shape as Time 


Limit for Germany to Act Approaches- 
Military and Economic Weapons in Readi- 
ness. 


PARIS, June 4. — Neutrals as well as allies are mak- 


ing preparations to meet the situation that would be cre- 
ated" by refusal of the Germans to sign the peace treaty. 


Both Norway and Switzerland have made known their 


intention to reiuse to enter any blockade agreement 
against Germany in the event the armistice is ended. 


The decisions of Holland, Sweden and Denmark are 


expected shortly. Everything along the Rhine is reported 


1 in hair-trigger readiness. 
The allied armies are under- 


stood to have taken up strategic positions, ready for a 
quick advance into Germany, and to be in possession of full 
"marching orders." 
Interest is now centering in the degree to which the 


peace terms will be modified since there appears to be a 
unity of opinion that they will be modified. In French 
circles, it is stated that they have received the definite im- 
pression from the Americans that there will be no funda- 
' mental changes in the treaty. 


Premier Lloyd George was expected to issue a formal 


statement today outlining the changes in the text, as sug- 
gested by British, French and American experts.
